CHICAGO, June 22. 
ELL it happened—the excitement we all 
W came to see and hear and feel.

I know this because I saw too many young 
women keying themselves up at each little sug- 
gestion of a fight, hanging upon each new rumor 
of threats and counter-threats that were rife 
about the rival political headquarters.

Will a conspiracy of spoils bosses triumph at 
Baltimore, as it has triumphed at Chicago?

It was to his standard as the self-constituted 
leader of the popular cause that Republicans

All life, indeed, as a wit pointed out, is a tragedy 
to him who only feels, but a comedy to him who 
thinks. 

Humor is guide, philosopher and friend to its 
possessor. It is champion and defender. It is 
the sword and buckler with which to tackle trou- 
ble or resist it. It makes brave heroes of weak 
men. It has rescued many a wreck. It saves 
lives. It saves happiness. It saves character, 
and it will almost save souls. r 

Let us cultivate humor seriously. The cultiva- 
tion of humor is a profotind and solemn duty.

‘“I'nder these conditions and if re- 
latives or private charities are unable 
to offer assistance the children are 
“herded” together in the Industrial 
School—boys and girls, white and 
colored, good and bad—all in the 
same institution. 

“Is this fair to the children 
families,” continues the 
“Ought homes to be broken up 
poverty? Should the city handle chil- 
dren wholesale, like cattle?” 

The letter goes on to show that a 
change in the system would not only 
be reformative, but preventive. Un- 
der the provisions of the Board of 
Children’s Guardians’ bill the chil- 
dren would, in some cases, be place] 
with an aunt or relative, and 
for its board a amount would 
be paid, 

Should the child have no relative 
fit to take proper care of it ‘the child 
would be placed in qa carefully’ se- 
lected foster home. The child would 
then be visited by a trained social 
worker, who would see to it that the 
best care was given. 

“A poor widow would keep her Iit- 
tle ones with her; the city helping 
out with board money,” it is set forth. 

Besides the keeping intact of the 
home, the bill seeks to regulate the 
system in force at the Industrial 
School. Under the system now in use 
the bad children and the unfortunate 
ones are placed together under the 
Same conditions, it is charged. 

According social workers, the 
letter continues, it has been the ex- 
perience of the entire country for the 
last 25 years that the good children 
should be placed in family homes, 
and the bad in a so-called “cottage” 
institution in the country. These 
things the bill seeks to do. 

Fullerton Approves Amendments. 

Hugh M. Fullerton, Chief Probation 
Officer, said vesterday that the bill, as 
amended by the House of Delegates, 
was an improvement over the original 
draft. 

“The Board of 
bill provides a modern 
system,” said Fullerton. “It is protect- 
ed from abuse by many provisions, and 
the amendments submitted by the Leg- 
isiative Committee of the House of Del- 
egates make ‘tt a ntost admirable piece 
of legislation. It has the indorsement 
of practically every organization in 
the city intersted in the care of chil- 
dren. 

“Besides this, the plan would cost no 
more to operate. We are caring for 
the same children today at the Indus- 
trial School under a more expensive 
and less humane system. St. Louis 
should come to the front with a modern 
system, designed to give every child 
decent family ...e.”’

The deadlock between the railroads 


and the Board of Public Improvements 
on the questidn of eliminating grade 
crossings in St. Louis must be 
within a few days or coercive legisla- 
tion will be recommended to compel 
the railroads to separate the grades at 
their own expense, according to Coun- 
ceilman Lehmberg, chairman of the Pub- 
lic Improvements Coramittee of the City 
. Council. 

The Terminal and Rock Island rail- 
roads are standing in_the way of an 
agreement as to pending ordinances on 
the grade-crossing problem in the Coun- 
cil, according to Lehmberg. He told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday that 
his committee expects to make a report 
Tuesday and the railroads must agree 
to plans for eliminating the crossings or 
prepare to fight rigid ordinances on 
that question. 

Heretofore the railroads have ob- 
jected to the payment of consequential 
damages and have indicated that they 
would co-operate with the city if the 
city officials would agree to assume 
the damages. Ordinances to that effect 
were submitted to the Municipal As- 
sembly by the Board of Public Im- 
provements. 


— to Unton Avenue Viaduct. 
he Terminal then begun to quibble 


over the specifications for the viaduct 
planned by the board to abolish the 
gradé crossing at Union avenue. It ob- 
jected to the width of the viaduct, the 
wooden-block paving specified and the 
retaining walls required. The board ac- 
cepted the recommendation of the 
Council committee and decreased the 
width of the structure, provided for 
paving the same as the adjoining 
streets, but refused to release the Ter- 
minal from building the necessary re- 
taining walls. 

The Rock Island is blocking the pend- 
ing agreement with the Wabash Rail- 
road for the elimination of eight grade 
crossings on the northern boundary of 
Forest Park by depressing its tracks. 

The Rock Island uses the Wabash 
tracks as far west as Union avenue. 

Councilman Lehmberg said yesterday 
that if the Terminal returns an unfav- 

-~ erable report on the retaining wall re- 
quirement tomorrow he expects to haves 
@& personal interview with General 
Manager McChesney and put the matter 
straight up to him.

railroads are sincere in the matter of. 
abolishing the crossings or are sparring 
for more delay,’’ Lehmberg told a Post-

is the attitude of the Terminal.’’ 

President Reber of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday that unless the Ter- 
minal and Rock Island recede from 
their positions the board will submit co- 
ercive legislation immediately to the 
Municipal Assembly and will prepare 
for a fight in the courts if necessary to 
compel the railroads to begin work. In 
that case the entire expense would be 
placed on the railroads.

for the platform, only 6 members de- 
clining to vote. North Carolina’s was 
divided 6 ayes, 12 not voting, ¢ absent. 
North Dakota’s 10 La Follette dele- 
gates voted no. 

In Ohio & stood by Roosevelt and 
declined to vote. Oklahoma voted 4 
aye, 1 no and 165 not voting. 

Oregon divided 4 ayes, 2 not voting, 
2 noes and two absent. Flinn announced 
the vote of Pennsylvania: “One ab- 
Sent, 12 ayes, 63 present, but declining 
to vote.” The galleries cheered the an- 
nouncement. 


When Massachusetts was called, at 


the end of the roll, it was necessary to 
call the roll of the delegation. The 


vote stood 20 aye, 14 not voting, 2 ab- 


sent. 

A Maryland delegate who had been 
absent voted aye, making Maryland’s 
vote, yeas, 9; not voting, 6; absent, 1. 


Statement for La Follette. 

Before the result was announced 
Walter L. Houser, campaign manager 
for Senator La Follette, was given 
permission to make a statement. 

“Senator La Follette,” he said, 
“has not had an opportunity as yet 
to examine the platform drawn up for 
adoption by this convention, but as a 
candidate who will be presented to 
you, desires me td say for him that 
in this crisis of the Republican party, 
he is impelled by a sense of obliga- 
tion te state to the convention ‘that 
whether nominated or not he can not 
consent to support a platform that is 
not thoroughly progressive and which 
does rot substantially cover the main 
provisions presented on the minority 
report submitted by the Wisconsin 
member of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions.” 

There was an outburst of cheering 
when the total Roosevelt strength 
was announced as 348, a number of 
delegates not voting, but a greater 
outburst followed the announcement 
of 666 votes aye. The noes were 53, 
and 16 were absent. 

After the vote on the platform Chair- 
man Root announced a call from the 
states for nomination for the presi- 
dency. ' 

Alabama was passed. Arizona was 
silent. Down the list silence follewed 
the calling of each state until Ohio was 
reached. A cheer greeted the State, and 
Warring G. Harding arose to place 
President Taft in nomination. Then it 
was discovered that Iowa had forgot- 
ten to nominate Cummins, and Root or 
dered that the State be called again. 
Silence greeted the seconc call, for the 
Iowans had decided not to nominate 
Cummins, but to vote for him. 

Then Ohio was called again and Hard- 
ing took the platform, greeted by scat- 
tered cheers, to nominate Taft. 

When New York was called there 
had been a murmer of disappoint- 
ment for William A. Prendergast sat 
still in his seat, although he had been 
expected to nominate Roosevelt. 

Harding’s speech was interrupted 
frequently by applause. When final- 
ly he reached the name of “William 
Howard Taft,” floor and galleries 
burst into life. Hats and handker- 
chiefs were flung into the air and 
a steady roll of cheering swept the 
hall. In the galleries women as well

Suddenly from somewhere came 4a 
flaming red banner bearing a picture of 
the President. The demonstration was, 
renewed. One Illinois delegate stripped 
off his coat to have something to wave. 

Some of the delegations started 
marching, and then began the scene 
that always accompanies the culminat- 
ing point of a national convention. 


The bearer of the Taft banner climbed 
up on the stage, tearing away the rall- 
ing as his comrades hoisted him up. 
Waving the scarlet flag, he led cheers 
for the President. 

An aged woman took the platform and 
insisted on leading a cheer. She her- 
self was cheered. She said her name 
was Mrs. Gardner of Philadelphia. 

After the Taft adherents had yelled 
themselves. hoarse for 16 minutes, they 
began to pay some attention to Senator 
Root’s gavel and order was restored. 


Groans From Aanti-Taft Mens. 
Harding then proceeded with his 


speech. His sallies at Col. Roosevelt 
were cheered loudly by the Taft peo- 
ple, but there were groans anu boos 
from the Roosevelt men. During a 
demonstration of groans that followed 
Harding’s tribute te Taft, “as the great- 
est progressive of his tima’’. there 
was a fisticuff between two delegates 
over where Maine, Oregon, North Da- 
kota and Florida mingled. 

A score of policemen rushed to the 
scene and for some minutes further 





proceedings were suspended. 


It later was said that Delegate M. B. 
McFarlane of Tampa, Fla., had been 
struck by a delegate from North Da- 
kota. 


The convention became impatient as 
Harding continued to speak at great 
length in behalf of Taft and he was 
interrupted again and again. 


Chairman Root had to take a hard 
at last, appealing to the Roosevelt dele- 
gates, who had announced their inten- 
tion to remain mute in the convention, 
to preserve their self-restraint. 


Whother in the party or out of it, 
Senator Root declared, that only dig- 
nity befitting the representatives of 
the people could commend itself to 
the American people, 

A delegate made the point that 
most of the disturbances and inter- 
ruptions were from the galleries, and 
Senator Root appealed to them for 
quiet. The plea had its effect and 
Harding was permitted to conclude. 

John Wanamaker, when he ap- 
peared on the stage to second the 
nomination of President Taft, was 
greeted with applause. 


Butler Speaks for Taft. 

Nicholas Murray Butler ef New York 
seconded the nomination of Taft. 

“IT have no words of criticism for any 
Republican who aspires to party leader- 
ship or who has done his party serv- 
ice,” he said. “I bear no ungenerous 
thought toward anyone who seeks a 
nomination before this convention. But 
I do say that we should give a renom- 
ination to the man who is now our lead- 
er and who for 16 years has been iden- 
tified with the prosperity and progress 
of this country. We gave a renomina- 
tion to the man who began this era. 
We should give one to the man who 
led us to its culmination. Who is the 
man who brought this country to its 
present prosperity?” 





A shout of “Teddy! Teddy!” started a 
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demonstration that interrupted Butler 
for several minutes. 

Butler reviewed the public life of 
President Taft. He concluded with the 
declaration that, time after time, when 
the Republican party had been threat- 
ened with defeat, the threat had been 
exploded before the election. 

Michael B. Olbtich of Wisconsin then 
placed Senator La Follette in nomina- 
tion. 

Olbrich’s speech was interrupted by 
the lowering from the roof girders of a 
red, white and blue pennant to whichy 
was attached a picture of President 
Taft. A chorus of jeers, cheers, cat- 
calls and -whistles interrupted the 
speaker, and Chairman Root had trou- 
ble in quieting the crowd to allow Ol- 
brich to proceed. 

When Olbrich concluded, after a 40 
minutes’ speech, there was a demon- 
stration for La Follette carried on by 
the Wisconsin and North Dakota .dele- 
gates on the floor and by many in the 
galleries. Several women in the gal- 
leries displayed pictures of the Senator 
to help along the enthusiasm, which 
continued for upward of ten minutes. 

Robert M. Pollock of Fargo, N. D., 
seconded the La Follette nomination in 
a brief speech of tribute. 


This ended the preliminaries, and at 
8:23 p. m. the call of the states and 
the voting began. 


How the States Voted. 


Alabama voted Taft, 22; not voting, 
8; Arizona gave Taft 6 Arkansas 
voted 17 for Taft, one not voting. 
California’s vote was registered 2 
fer Taft, 24 not voting. Colorado 
voted 12 for Taft, and Connecticut 
14 for Taft. Delaware voted 6 for 
Taft and Florida gave Taft * 12. 
Georgia went into the Taft column 
solid with 28 votes. Idaho voted 7 
for Senator Cummins, and i for 
Taft. When Illinois was called Gov. 
Deneen announced that many of the 
delegates felt that under the Illinois 
primary law they would be bound to 
follow their instructions and vote 
for Col. Roosevelt. The roll of the 
delegates was called. The result in 
Illinois, ascertained by the roll call, 
was: Taft, 2; Roosevelt, 52; not veting, 
2; absent, 2. Indiana voted Taft, 2; 
Roosevelt 3; not voting, 7. 


Iowa Gives Taft 16. 

Iowa gave Taft 16; Cummins 10. 
The 18 Roosevelt delegates from Kan- 
sas refused to vote. Taft received 
two. Kentucky voted Taft 22, Roose- 
velt 2 Louisiana gave 20 to Taft. 
Maine’s 12 refused to vote A call 
ot the Maryland delegation gave Taft 
1, Roosevelt 9; not voting 56; ab- 
sent 1. When Massachusetts was 
reached a roll call was demanded, 
and as the Roosevelt men recorded 
themselves present but not voting, 
Chairman Root ordered that their 
alternates be called itn their stead. 
This ruling broke the storm. The 
Roosevelt men sprang to their feet 
and roared. 

“Massachusetts is a law-abiding 
State and will stand for no such 
stealing,” shouted one of the dele- 
gates. . 

Root advanced to the front of the 
platform and said: “If any delegate 
sent here by the State of Massa- 
chusetts refuses to do his duty, his 
alternate may be calleg on to do it.” 

Tumult followed and the Massa- 
chusetts delegates became the focal 
point of a scene of wild disorder. 

Many of the Roosevelt delegates 
from all parts of the hall stood on 
their chairs and shook their fists at 











Senator Root, who stood unperturbed 
at the front of the stage. Cries of 











“robber,” “thief,” and “crook” came 
up from the floor and down from the 
galleries. 

Delegate-at-Large Fosdick of Mas- 
sachusetts made a point of order 
that answering “present” was suffi- 
cient response to the ro'i call and did 
not entitle the alternate to vote. 

Chairman Root ruled  »rstherwise. 
Fosdick said he would appeal from 
the decision of the chain 

Mr. Root said the appeal would be 
allowed at the close of the voting. 


‘TIT defy this convention to make me 


vote for any man,” said Fosdick. 


In Massachusetts the delegates-at- 
large elected at the primaries were all 
pledged to Taft. 

As the clerk called the roll all the 
delegates-at-large answered “present 
and not voting.’’ The alternates then 
were called, but only two answered, 
Benjamin H. Anthony of New Bed- 
ford and Ernest G. Adams of Worces- 
ter voting for Taft. Senator Root ruled 
that whenever a state vote was chal- 
lenged the rule ef calling the alternates 
for delegates who refused to vote would 
be followed. 

After the disorderly roll call had been 
completed the vote was announced, Taft 
20, not voting 16. Michigan voted 2 for 
Taft, 9 for Roosevelt and 1 not voting. 


Missouri’, 20 Do Net Vette, 

Minnesota’s 24 were recorded as not 
voting. Mississippi voted 17 Taft, 3 not 
voting. Missouri voted Taft 16, not vot- 
ing 2. Montana voted 8 for Taft. Ne- 
braska voted 2 for Roosevelt, 14 not vot- 
ing. Nevada gave Taft 6. New Hamp-) 
shire voted 8 for Taft. New Jersey vot-, 
ed 2 for Roosevelt; 2% not voting. New 
Mexico gave Taft 7, Roosevelt 1. New 
York gave Taft 76, Roosevelt 8, not vot- 
ing 6. 

North Carolina gave Taft 1; Roose- 
velt 1; not voting, 22. North Dakota 
cast the first vote for La Follette. 
Her 10 delegates voted solidly. Ohio 
gave Taft 14, not voting 84; Oklaho- 
ma, Taft 4, Roosevelt 1, not voting 
15. Oregon was announced: Roose- 
velt 8, not voting 2. A roll call was 
demanded and Charles W. Ackerson, 
standing on his chair, shouted: “I 
refuse te vote where the cards are 
stacked.” Cheering interrupted him 
and the roll proceeded in wild disor- 
der. 

The Oregon roll call gave Roosevelt 
8, not voting 2. Pennsylvania voted 
Taft 9, Hughes 2, Roosevelt 2, not 
voting 62. These were the first 
votes for Justice Hughes, 

Rhode Island gave Taft 10. South 
Carolina’s vote was challenged, and 
the roll call showed: Taft 16, not vot- 
ing 1, absent 1. 

South Dakota gave Roosevelt 5; La- 
Follette, 5. Tennessee gave Taft, 27: 
Roosevelt, 1. Texas voted Taft, 31; 
absent 1; not voting & Utah gave eight 
for Taft. Vermont gave Taft 6; not 
voting 2. Virginia gave Taft 22; not 
voting 1; absent 1. Washington's 14 
votes, cast at 9:25 p. m, swung a ma- 
jority for Taft, and was greeted with 
groans and cheers. 

Then the rest of the roll went on in 
confusion. 

West Virginia announced her 16 dele- 
gates not voting and was roundly 
cheered by the Roosevelt supporters. 
Wisconsin’s 2% votes went to La Fol- 
lette, Wyoming gave Taft six, Alaska 
and the District of Columbia each cast 
two for Taft and Hawaii cast six for 
the President. The Philippines and 
Porto Rico finished the call, each giv- 
ing Taft two votes. 

The announced result of the roll call 
was: Absent 6; Hughes, 2; 

17; La Follette, 41; Roosevelt, 107; not

The delegates had kept on voting 
though realizing Taft had won the nom- 
ination before a complete roll call had 
been made. The Taft delegates stood 
on chairs and cheered. 

Immediately upon the formal an- 
nouncement by Senator Root of the 
nomination of President Taft, the roll 
call for nominations for Vice-President 
was announced.

There were no other nominations and 
the call of the roll on the vice-presi- 
dential nomination was begun at 9:45. 
Idaho was the first state that failed 
to support Sherman. Its 8 votes went 
to Gov. Hadley of Missourl. While the 
roll call was in progress the spectators 
and many of the delegates, taking 
Sherman's nomination for granted.

At 10.90 Delegate Estabrook of New 
Hampshire moved that the convention 
adjourn without a day, and the motion 
was adopted.

ORCHESTRA HALL, Chicago, June 22. 
The mass convention of Roosevelt fol- 
lowers tonight adopted a.resolution nom- 


inating Theodore Roosevelt for the 
presidency in which they declared that 
they represented the majority of the 
Republican voters of the country and 
were carrying out the wishes of the 
people in nominating Roosevelt. 

The resolution follows: 

“We, delegates and alternates to 
the Republican national convention 
representing a clear majority of the 
voters of the Republican party in the 
Nation, and representing a clear ma- 
jority of delegates and alternates le- 
gally elected to the convention in 
meeting assembled, make the follow- 
ing declaration: 

“We were delegated by a majority 
of the Republican voters of our re- 
spective districts and states to nom- 
inmate Theodore Roosevelt in the Re- 
publican national convention as the 
candidate of our party for President, 
and thereby carry out the will of the 
voters as expressed at the primaries. 
We have earnestly and conscientious- 
ly striven to execute the commission 
entrusted to us by the party voters. 


“For five days we have been de- 
nied justice in the national conven- 
tien. This result has been accom- 
plished by the action of the now de- 
funct National Committee in placing 
upon the preliminary roll of the con- 
vention and thereby seating upon the 
floor of the convention a sufficient 
number of fraudulently elected dele- 
gates to control the proceedings of 
the convention. These fraudulent 
delegates once seated, have by con- 
certed action with one another, placed 
themselves on the permanent roll, 
where they constitute an influence 
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“As for the principles for which I

Hiram W. Johnson of Califor- 
nia, who presided at the convention, ar- 
rived é6arly with Gifford Pinchot, for- 
mer Chief Forester; Amos Pinchot and 
Gov.

Gov. Johnson, the most belligerent of 
all the anti-Taft leaders, who was the 
first to leave the Republican convention 
today after the Credentials Committee 
report had been adopted, announced 
that the arrival of the delegates would 
be delayed.

The crowd waiting for the meeting 
te begin sang songs with a pipe or- 
gan accompaniment. First, the throng 
stood and sang “America,” “Colum- 
bia” and other patriotic airs. When 
the organist struck up “Auld Lang 
Syne,” the audience sang, many of 
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the steam-rolled delegates interpo- 
lating verses dedicated to the Repub- 
lican party and its national conven- 
tion. 

The entire California delegation from 
the Republican national convention ar- 
rived at the hall a few minutes before 
1¢ o’clock. Gov. Johnson escorted the 
delegates to the stage. The California 
banner was waving from its staff at 
the head of the procession as the dele- 
gates passed down the aisle; ‘while the 
throng cheered wildly. The banner 
bearing the words, “California delega- 
tion, national Republican convention, 
Chicago, Tll., 1912,°° the same which for 
five days had waved over the protest- 
ing delegates at the Coliseum, was 
hoisted over the speaker’s stand.

Gov. Johnson Calls 





Meeting to Order; 


Leaders Smile at Taft’s Nomination 


Just before Gov. Johnson called the 
meeting to order the crowd sang p@- 
triotic songs and imitated a steam roller. 
When news of the nomination of Presi- 
dent Taft reached the hall, all she 
Roosevelt leaders seemed pleased. The 
information that Vice-President Sher- 
man had been nominated appeared to 
add to their delight. Gov. Johnson and 
Gifford Pinchot shook hands and both 
turned to Frank A. Munsey, who had 
just arrived with the news, and patted 
him on the back. 

The delegates from the Coliseum con- 
vention arrived in a body and marched 
into the hall, headed by Senator Clapp 
of Minnesota and the Minnesota dele- 
gation, which joined the California del- 
egation on the stage. The New Jersey 
men from the convention followed Min- 
nesota to the stage, headed by former 
Gov. Fort. Another outburst greeted the 
delegation when their leaders waved 
aloft the “New Jersey” sign from the 
convention floor. 

“Here comes Texas,” shouted some- 
one as Cecil Lyon, defeated Texas leader 
in the Republican convention, made his 
way down the aisle with National Com- 
mitteeman Sidney Bieber of the District 
of Columbia. Mrs, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Mrs. Nicholas Longworth, Miss Ethel, 
Kermit and Archie Roosevelt arrived 
early and occupied a box near the stage. 

Ohio Delegates There, Too. 

When the Roosevelt family appeared 
Mrs, Roosevelt and Mrs. Longworth 
waived and smiled a welcome in recog- 
nition of the cheers. While this demon- 
stration was going on some of the Ohio 
delegation arrived, and received a tu- 
multuous welcome. Mississippi Roose- 
velt men entered the hall fresh from a 
meeting in their headquarters, and an- 
nounced the election of 8. D. Redmon 
of Jackson as the first National Com- 
mitteeman of the new party. 

Massachusetts delegates, with their 
cry, “Massachusetts Roosevelt 18, first, 
last and all the time,”’ arrived next. 

When George W. Perkins started to 
mount the ‘“companionway’’ to. the 
stage a policeman stopped him and he 
had some difficulty in explaining his 
right to a stage seat. 

‘Mrs. Roosevelt, who witnessed the 
encounter, laughed heartily. 

When the hall had been packed the 
entire audience rose and joined in sing- 
ing ‘“‘America,” after which the Roose- 
velt delegates greeted Gov. Johnson as 
he opened the formal part of the meet- 
ing. 

The Governor was preparing to speak 
when the Oklahoma delegation arrived. 
By this time, the nonarrival of the 
Pennsylvania delegation was causing 
comment. 

“To any man with red blood in his 
veins,”’.said Gov. Johnson, “it is always 
a pleasure to fight fraud and especial- 
ly to fight a fraudulent convention. 

‘The delegates present represent a ma- 
jority of the legally elected delegates 
to the national Republican convention. 

“They propose to do right here 
ana now just what they were eiect- 
ed to do.” 

The Governor's speech was inter- 
rupted with a wild burst of cheering. 

“We came here with the -mandate 
of the people of California. You came 
here with Hke design—to carry out 
not the will of a rotten boss in Penn- 
sylvania, or a crooked one in New 
York, or a United States Senator in 
Massachusetts; but to carry out the 
mandate of the people to nominate 
Theodore Roosevelt. 

“By fraud, he has been robbed of 
that which wag his. We, the dele- 
gates, free and untrammelled, have 
come to nominate him tonight.” 

These words brought 
audience to its feet with a shout 
and for some time there was an up- 
roar of applause. 

“The time has gone by when, in 
this country, any  self-constituted 
representative of the people can de- 
ny to the people that which is theirs,” 
Gov. Johnson continued. 

“The time has passed when men 
can, by unfair means, force a candi- 
date upon the people whom they 
don’t want. 

“We have come here tonight to 
right a wrong, and just as certain as 
we are here tonight, the people will 
rule, 

Any man who embarks on this 
course, understands full well the re- 
sponsibility; recognizes well the ob- 
atacles to be overcome; but we've 
learned out in the West that when- 
ever there is a great wrong te be 
righted, the people will take up the 
fight and win it.

of employers’ liability; and in all pos- 
sible ways to satisfy the just demand 
of the people for the study and solu- 
tion of the complex and constantly 
changing problems of social welfare. 

In dealing with these questions it 
is important that the rights of every 
individual to the freest possible de- 
velopment of his own powers and re- 
gources and to the control of his 
own justly acquired property, so far 
as those are compatible with the 
rights of others, shall not be inter- 
fered with or destroyed. The social 
and political structure of the Unlited 
States rests upon the civil liberty 
of the individual and for the protec- 
tien of that liberty the people have 
wisely, in the national and state 
constitutions put definite limitations 
on themselves and on their govern- 
mental officers and agencies. To en- 
force these limitations, to secure the 
orderly and coherent exercise of 
governmental powers and to protect 
the rights of even the humblest and 
least favored individual are the func- 
tion of independent courts of justice. 

AUTHORITY OF COURTS. 

The Republican party re-affirms its 
. fmtention to uphold at all times the 
authority and integrity of the courts, 
both state and federal, and it will 
ever insist that their powers to en- 
force their process and to protect 
life, liberty and property shall be 
preserved inviolate. An orderly 
method is provided under our system 
of government by which the people 
may, when they choose, alter or 
amend the constitutional provisions 
which underlie that government, 
Until these constitutional provisions 
are altered or amended, in orderly 
fashion, it is the duty of the courts 
to see to it that when challenged 
they are enforced. 

That the courts, both Federal and 
Sinte, may bear the heavy burden 
‘Jald upon them to the complete satis- 
faction of public opinion, we favor 
legislation to prevent long delays and 
the tedious and costly appeals which 
have so often amounted to a denial 
of justice th civil cases and to a fail- 
ure to protect the public at large in 
criminal cases. 

Sinoe the responsibility of the ju- 
@iciary is so great, the standards of 
gudicial action must be always and 
everywhere above suspicion and re- 
proach. While we regard the recall 
of judges as unnecessary and unwise, 
eve favor such action as may be nec- 
essary to. simplify the process by 
which any * Judge who is found to be 
derelict tm his duty may be removed 
from office. 

International Peace. 

Together with peaceful and order- 
ly development at home, the Repub- 
lican party earnestly favors all 
measures for the establishment and 
protection of the peace of the world 
and for the development of closer re- 
lations between the various nations 
of the earth, It believes most earn- 
estly in the peaceful settlement of 
international disputes and in the 
reference of all justiciable contro- 
versies betrveen nations to an Inter- 
national Court of Justice. 

MONOPOLY AND PRIVILEGE. 

The * Republican party ts opposed

has consistently and successfully in- 
ferced the provisions of these laws.

= put resort to practices which are

_ gustice, The Republican party favors 
Sal enactment ef legisiation suppie- 


mentary to the existing antitrust act 
which will define as CRIMINAL OF- 
FENSES those specific acts that uni- 
formly mark attempts to restrain 
and to monopolize trade, to the end 
that those who honestly intend to 
obey the law may have a guide for 
their action and that those who aim 
to violate the law may the more 
surely be punished. 

The same certainty should be given 
to the law prohibiting combinations and 


monopolies that characterizes other pro- 
vision of commercial laws in order that 
no part of the field of business oppor- 
tunity may be restricted by monoply or 
combination, that business success hon- 
'orably achieved may not be converted 
into crime and that the right of every 
man to acquire commodities, and par- 
ticularly the necessaries of life, in an 
open market uninfluenced by the manip- 
ulation of. trust or combination may be 
preserved. 

FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION. 

In the enforcement and administration 
of Federal laws governing interstate 
commerce and enterprises impressed 
with a public use engaged therein there 
is much that may be commlfltted to a 
Federal trade commission, thus placing 
in the hands of an administrative board 
many of the functions now necessarily 
exercised by the courts. This will pro- 
mote promptness in the administration 
of the law and avoid delays and techni- 
calities incident to court procedure. 

THE TARIF®F., 

We reaffirm our belief in a protective 
tariff. The Republican tariff policy has 
been of the greatest benefit to the coun- 
try, developing our resources, diversify- 
ing our industries and protecting our 
workmen against competition with 





for our wage earners the American 
standard of living. The protective tariff 
is so woven into the fabric of our in- 
dustrial and agricultural life that to 
substitute for it a tariff for revenue 
Only would destroy many industries and 
throw millions of our people out of em- 
ployment. The products of the farm 
and of the mine should receive the same 
measure of protection as other products 
of American labor. 

We hold that the import duties 
should be high enough while yielding 
a sufficient revenue to protect ade- 
quately American industries and 
wages. Some of the existing import 
duties are too high and should be re- 
duced. Readjustment should be made 
from time to time - to conform to 
changed conditions and to reduce ex- 
cessive rates, but without injury to 
American industry. To accomplish 
this comrect information is indispen- 
sable. Thig information can be best 
obtained by an expert commission as 
the large volume of useful facts con- 
tained in the recent reports of: the 
tariff board has demonstrated. 

The principal feature of modern in- 
dustrial life is its enormous diversifi- 
cation. To apply tariff rates justly to 
these changing conditions requires close 
inquiry and more scientific methods 
than ever before. The Republican par- 
ty has shown by its creation of the 
Tariff Board, its recognition of this 
situation and its determination te be 
equal to it. We condemn the Democrat- 
ic party for its failure either to pro- 
vide funds for the continuance of this 
board or to make some other provision 
for securing the information requisite 
for intelligent tariff legislation. We 
protest against the Democratic methvd 
of legislating on these vital subjects 
without careful information. 

We condemn the Democratic tariff 
bills passed by the House of the Six- 
ty-second Congress as sectional, as 
injurious to the public credit, and 
as destroying business enterprise. 

COST OF LIVING. 

. The steadily. increasing cost of liv- 
ing hag become a matter not only of 
national but of worldwide concern. 
The fact that it is not due to the 
protective tariff system is evidenced 
by the existence of similar conditions 
In other countries which have a tariff 
policy different from our own as well 
as by the fact that the cost of living 
has increased while rates of duty 


have remained stationary or been re- 
duced. 


We need better currency facilities for 
the movement of crops in the West and 
South. We need banking arrangements 
under American auspices for the encour- 
agement and better conduct of our for- 
eign trade. In attaining these ends the 
independence of individual banks, 
whether organized under national -or 
state charters, must be carefully pro- 
tected and our banking and currency 





system must be safeguarded from any, 


possibility of demonstration by section- 
al, financial or political interests. 

It is of great importance to the so- 
clal and economic welfare of this coun- 
try that its farmers have facilities for 
borrowing easily and cheaply the mon- 
ey they need to increase the productivity 
of their land. It 4s as important that 





financial machinery be provided to sup- 
ply the demand of the farmers for cred- 
it as it is that the banking and curren- 
cy systems be reformed in the interest 
of general business.

Murphy May Quit Harmon. 

The one other phase of today’s de- 
velopments that caused excited, though 
whispered, comment was the report 
that Murphy does not find the Harmon 
sentiment, either in the National Com- 
mittee or among the delegates-at-large, 
as he thought it was, and therefore is 
considering the advisability of with- 
drawing his support from the Ohio can- 
didate.

But it was observed that the 
Harmon headquarters today were al- 
most deserted and the great squad of 
press agents stood around lifeless. They 
hardly found energy to send out more 
than a sheet or two of matter in favor 
of the Buckeye candidate, though 
every day since they have been here 
until today the newspaper men have 
been deluged with Harmon “copy.” 

Lieutenant-Governor Nichols, Har- 
mon’s chief manager, was in confer- 
ence with Murphy this morning, and 
when it was over the life seemed to 
drop out of the Harmon beom, and 
Mr. Chamberlin, Gov. Harmon’s pri- 
vate secretary, went around the lob- 
bies of the Emerson looking as glum 
as a professional mourner at a funeral. 

More and more it became plain that 
Murphy, whose strength is sought by 
all parties, reactionary and conserva- 
tive, holds the key to the presidential 
situation.

If John- 
son weighs 215 pounds on the day of the 
fight, as he says he will, he will be 15 
pounds heavier than he was at his best 
weight when he was in his prime. 

Fiynn Is Handicapped. 

Fiynn’s goal is 18 pounds or more. 
He has never fought a battle weighing 
over 180 pounds, and his: best fighting 
weight, as shown by the 1912 Andrews 
pugilistic guide, is 165 pounds. He is a 
light heavyweight, in other words, while 
Johnson is one of the biggest men in 
the game. Thus Flynn will be carrying 
around 20 pounds of dead handicap, for 
at his time of life every pound put on 
means diminishing speed. 

In other respects, too, the affair 
seems a sorry match. Fliynn’s record 
shows he has been knocked out twice 
by Sam Langford, once. by Al Kaufman, 
by Tommy Burns and by Jack Johnson 
himself. On the other hand, Johnson 
has whipped every big man, black or 
white, ifcluding all those who whipped 
Burns.

Professor Harvey, for Sake of 
Schoo] Refrains From 
Testifying. 

PARIS, Mo., June 22.—The evidence 
in the divorce suit of H. Clay Harvey 
end wife, both teachers in the Kirks- 
ville Normal and well known through- 
out the State, was heard by Judge Rag- 
land at Paris today, the case being 
brought here on a change of venue, and 
a decree of divorce was granted Mrs. 

Harvey. 

Mrs. Harvey's mother and a young 
woman friend alone testified, the hus- 
band not prosecuting his petition on 
account, it is said, of an understanding 
reached out of court and entered into 
for the good of the normal school. Prof. 
Harvey charged that his wife treated 
him with great disrespect, that she 
forced her mother into his house 
against his wishes, that the mother-in- 
law was disrespectful and domineering. 
and that Mrs. Harvey persisted in keep- 
ing a servant girl who treated him with 
insolence. Also that she sent abroad 
a report that he was given to drink and 
was going insane. 

Mrs. Harvey's crossbdill bristled with 
charges. She said that her husband 
had a violent temper and made no at- 
tempt to control it, that he was a man 
of low ideals and had little respect for 
women, that during his married life 
he carried on a correspondence with 
two young ladies, and that in 1908, while 

member of the faculty of the Kirks- 
villé Normal, he assaulted Miss Mollie 
Weber and, in spite of her violent pro- 
test, embraced and kissed her. 

The crossbill recited that Prof, Har- 
vey was impure and vicious in his 
habits, niggardly and parsimonious, 
and that he struck Mrs. Harvey re- 
peatedly.

RUBBER PROCESS, . 
WORTH MILLIO 


Bacteria, Key to New Discovery, 
Kept in Safes Requiring 20 
Minutes to Open.

(New York World.) 

LONDON, June 22.—Extraordinary 
precautions are being taken to pre- 
vent theft of the secret of the new 
process Of manufacturing synthetic 
rubber, announcement of the discov- 
ery of which by Prof. Perkin was 
made this week. Four millionaires, 
including Stuart Coats, member of 
the famous family of thread makers, 
are financing the experiments, which 
already have cost $175,000. 

The works are situated in a lonely 
peninsula river near Rainham, in 
Essex and they are patrolled night 
and. day by a .heavy armed guard 
with four ferocious dogs. The bac- 
teria, which are the key to the whole 
discovery, are kept in a safe which 
it would take an intruder 20 min- 
utes to open even with the best en- 
gineering appliances and s0 con- 
structed that if forced open an in- 
rush of superheated steam would 
immediately destroy the bacteria. 

An Anglo-French syndicate will 
form a company with a capital of 
$2,500,000 to purchase the patents, 
which forestalled by three months 
some German scientists who had been 
working on the same lines and had 
spent $1,250,000 in experimenting. 

In order to insure the staff keep- 
ing the secret loyally the Anglo- 
French syndicate retained the ser- 
vices. of the two principal chemists, 
Professors Perkin of Manchester and 
Fernbach of Paris, for 19 years at 
a salary of $5000 each yearly. Twelve 
other chemists have been given ten- 
year agreements with regularly in- 
creasing salaries. Each member of 
the chemists’ office staff, from of- 
fice boy up, is promised a handsome 
bonus when success is achieved. 

The Germans, on learning that the 
Anglo-French syndicate had secured 
the priority patents, endeavored to 
persuade the syndicate to sell, but 
were unsuccessful. 
big plantation rubber companies, di- 





rected by leading London merchants, 
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were. more favorably received, and it 
is likely that an agreement will be 
made not to sell rubber below 650 
cents a pound, in which case only 
Brazilian para rubber collectors will 
suffer.

WOMEN'S REPUBLIC 
WILL CELEBRATE 


Feminine Organization Leaves 
July 4 as a Day of Mas- 
culine Freedom. 








July 4 and June 22 hereafter will be 
linked together as the nation’s great 
Independence days, actording to the 
women who are organizing the Ameri- 
can Women’s Republic in a convention 
at University City. ; 

July 4, by the same authority, will 
stand for the emancipation of all Amer- 
ican men but June 22 will stand for the 
emancipation of American women. 
By way of making it regular, the 
women yesterday passed what they 
called their Declaration of Equal Rights, 
which copied the phraseology of the 
Declaration of Independence. 

On the heels of the Declaration they 
took two other important actions. One 
of them struck from the tentative Con- 
stitution of the Women's Republic a 
clause forbidding membership to any 
woman who marries a titled foreigner. 
The other struck out a resolution which 
provided that no officer of the Republic 
should receive wages of more than $100 
a year until all the Republic’s ‘debts 
of honor’ are paid. The “debts of 
honor” referred to are the financial 
obligations of the American Women’s 
League, of which the Republic is the 


successor. 


E. @, Lewis Led Obfectors. 

E. G. Lewis, the University City | 
publisher and promotor, led epposition 
to both clauses. Almost the first act 
of the House of Representatives was te 
fix the president’s annual galary at 
$5000, the vice-president’s at $1000, second 
vice-president’s at $500, judges of the 
Supreme Court at $2400 and members of 
the House of Representatives at $200 
a term and expenses. Mrs. E. G. Lewis 
is president. 

In opposing the salary restriction, 
Lewis said women should draw as large 
wages as Men for the same work and 
he said that, for his part, he would not 
wish to invest any of his money tn a 
concern which limited its salaries to

can women who marry foreign noble- 
men, he said the Republic should be 
free to all women and no such restric- 
tion should be imposed.

establishment of an equal moral stand- 
ard and obligation for both sexes, 

Mrs. Belva Lockwood, 83 years old, of 
Washington, Attorney General of the 
Republic, in @ speech at 9:30 & tm, de 
clared the adoption of this Declaration 
of Equal Rights would prove a momen- 
tous event In the affairs of the country.

DETECTIVES AND 
SUSPECTS FIGHT 
PISTOL BATTLE 


Many Shots Fired in Running 
Street Duel Without 
Casualties. 





ROBERT KOCH ARRESTED 


Prisoner Has Revolver and Forty 
Rounds of Ammunition in 
His Pocket. 





Great excitement was caused in the 
neighborhood of Walton and Wash- 
ington avenues, where Washington 
and Olive come together, about 7:30 
o’clock last night, by a fusillade of 


pistol shots fired in a duel between 
three detectives and three suspects, 
in which a lot of powder was. burned 
and nobody hurt. 

The detectives were James Smythe, 
Dan Garvey and Charles Emerson. 
They were going south on Taylor, 
near Washington, when they saw, £0- 
ing west on WaSshington, three men 
whom they suspected of a_ recent 
“job.” They intercepted Dr. Herman 
Tuholske’s automobile, which passed 
just then, and gave chase to the men. 
As the detectives stepped out of the 
machine about three blocks west of 
Walton on Washington avenue, the 
pursued men opened fire on them 
with revolvers. 

The detectives returned the fire and 
25 or 30 shots were exchanged. Then 
the three men ran east on Washington 
avenue and south on Walton to an alley 
between Olive and Westminster, where 
they separated. 

Patrolman Patrick Brennan of the 
Eleventh District met one of the three 
men who had engaged in the duel, and 
this man at once opened fire on him, 
firing five shots. Brennan fired two 
times in return and the man then ran, 
jumping the fence Into the yard of 4551 
Westminster and hiding behind the ash- 
pit. 

‘Brennan, with his revolver ready for 
instant action, advanced, and, seeing the 
hiding man, leveled his pistol, and the 
man threw up his hands and surren- 
dered. He was taken to the Eleventh 
District Police Station, where he gave 
his name as Robert Koch, 18 years old, 
living with his mother, Mrs. Hilda Koch, 
at 2907 Franklin avenue. He said that 
he drives a wagon for a bakery located 
near 3500 Cass avenue. He said that he 
carried a revoiver for protection while 
making his rounds delivering bread. In 
his pockets were found 40 cartridges and 
there were three empty shells and one 
loaded cartridge in the revolver. 





Karl D. Umrath, 508 Walton, says that 


he was at supper, and, hearing the shots 
of the first fusillade, grabbed his pistol 
and ran Out tO the street, taking part in 
the pursuit of the three men. In the 
flight of the latter, he-says, they col- 
lided with two women and knocked them 
down. When the fleeing men separat- 
ed, he followed the one who ran alone, 
and says that the latter ‘surrendered to 
him in the back yard of Judge Sale’s 
residence, just as the policeman, re- 
volver in hand, appeared. 

Later, Umrath says, the detectives got 
sight of the two other men and chased 
them until they scaled the fence and 
got into the grounds of the W. K. Bix- 
by residence, extending from Euclid to 
King’s Highway on Olive and Maryland. 
There they again disappeared after a 
second duel, but the detectives found a 
shoe on the spot where they had been

In his first flight, Alfred Boulette 
of Paris, France, now residing at 911 
Walton avenue, was severely injured 


'st Kinloch Park yesterday when he 


lost control of an aeroplane built by 
himself and fell 20 feet, sustaining 
injuries to his back, neck and left 
leg. He was removed on a street car 
to Wellston and taken from there to 
St. John’s Hospital. 

Boulette and Fred@d Hart of St. 
Louis bullt an aeroplane at the Fern- 
holtz machine shop, Boyle and South 
Vandeventer avenues, and both have 
been taking lessons at the Kinloch 
aviation field. Boulette was impa- 
tient to fly, and had been warned not 
to attempt it until he had more in- 
struction. His practice was limited 
to running along the ground with a 
few ground hops. 

The machine was modeled after the 
Berotst pattern, but did not seem to 
the experts who énspected it to be 
well balanced. It was what fs called 
“tail heavy.” and its owners were ad- 
vised not to attempt a flight until 
this apparent defect was corrected. 

Boulette took the machine out when 
a strong wind was blowing and made 
a run along the ground. The machine 
ran faster than he anticipated and soon 
left the surface and rose to about twen- 
ty feet.

For many years he had practiced law 
in the State and Federal courts of Texas and 
Louisiana, his home and headquarters being at 
Beeville, Tex. At times he had prospered.

Along about 1902 Hill had a dream of empire 
Lying along the lower Rio Grande in Southwest- 
ern Texas was “an empire in the rough,” a vast 
area of undeveloped land, considered almost 
worthless. It was largely a chaparral jungle, a 
mesquite wilderness, unfit for grazing. Down in 
Southwestern Texas land that would not accom- 
modate cattle was held to be next to nothing in 
value. 

Lon Hill had looked over the country in the 
Brownsville neignborhood and ‘pronounced it 
good farming land. Irrigation was necessary. 
Also energy was indicated, for the land must be 
cleared of the small timber and the mesquite 
growth. 

The population was not encouraging. Much 
of it was of the old-time Texas bad man variety. 
A considerable element was plain Mexican greas- 
er. Gun fights were the chief excitements of the 
region. The bad-man element resented efforts 
toward civilizing. An Indian, descendant of sav- 
ages, was to be the civilizer of the Lower Rio 
Grande country, and his name was Lon Hill. 


When Hill made the overland trip from Beeville 
to Brownsville he was rich only in children. It 
is said that when he reached Brownsville he had 
no property, no money, and was in debt to the 
extent of $200. But he had an idea. He was a 
pioneer. All about him he saw opportunity. It 
beckoned to him from the mesquite bush and 
smiled to him from the prickly cactus. 


Lon Hill had friends, and they knew him to 
possess ideas and energy. Brownsv,lle was popu- 
lated largely with persons afflicted with the 
dolce far niente feeling common to the Mexicans 
just across the Rio Grande. They sat down and 
smoked cigarettes and took it easy. Lon Hill 
also smoked cigarettes—no man can hold caste 
among the Mexicans and near-Mexicans unless he 
indulges in that habit to some extent—but he 
never had acq@ired the manana habit. Out of his 
smoke-wreaths developed his dream of empire. 

In Brownsville was an old building which had 
been a hote] in days when the town had its or- 
iginal though feeble boom. When Lon Hill first 
saw this house the upper window panes were 
missing. He leased it for a term of years at a 
figure ridiculously low. Brownsville wondered 
what he was going to do with it. : 

Thé® widower with eight children and a debt of 
$200 found funds enough to repair and renovate 
the defunct hotel building. He opened a modern.

Two primary factors figured in Lon Hill's 
dréam.

The big Indian from Beeville hired a horse 
and rode over the country. It looked so good to 
him that he took options on the rich valley land, 
giving him privilege of purchasing at $1 to $1.50 
an acre. The owners were quite willing to unload 
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Gordon Hill and Lon Hill Jr.

“Suppose we go and talk it over with Yoakum 
first and get his advice?” suggested Hill when 
his party reached St. Louis.

When Hill had acquired options on gome thou- 
sans of acres he began to wake up Brownsville. 
That railroad connection was imperative. Wealthy 
land owners there and thereabout became inter- 
ested in his idea, ‘and @ committee of them, 
headed by the Indian, came to St. Louis to lay 
the matter before the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railway officials. It was 165 miles to Alice, the 
nearest railroad connection. Given irrigation and 
transportation, that Rio Grande country would 
blossom. That was the Lon Hill dream. 

Already Hill knew personally some of the high 
lights in the railroad and financial world. One 


landlord of the Lower Rio Granue. it is esti- 
mated that Hill now owns 300,000 acres of South- 
western Texas land. 

Before the railroad reached Brownsville the 
land bought by’ Lon Hill at $1 to $1.60 was in de- 
mand at $5 an acre, and after the line was com- 
pleted, it doubled, trebled and quadrupled. 

“I never went into a county in my life and 
bought land,” said Hill the other day, “but that 
$1 acreage sold for $50 before I left.” 

The big Choctaw promoter organized irrigation 
companies and put thousands of Mexican laborers 
to work digging main and lateral ditches. Other 
laborers were set to work cutting out the chapar- 
ral. Two big plantations were created by Hill, 
where he now produces cane, corn, cotton and cash. 


In six years from the time he arrived at 
Brownsville this Indian’s wealth wz esucated at 
$6,000,000—a million a year, and all created out 
of a chaparral jung!e which for centuries had lain 
there waiting for some enterprising person to 
pick it up and trim it to practical purposes.

Mistakes of Candidates for Annapolis} 


ANDIDATES for admission to the United 
C States Naval Academy hailing from every 
part of the’ country may be considered 
representative of American secondsry school 
training. Their answers to questions in grammar, 
spelling, geography and history constitute ma- 
terial for the investigator of educational condi- 
tions throughout the United States. 

If one may generalize from an analysis of Naval 
Academy entrance examinations held during the 
last six years, the youth of the country seem to 
know less and less each year about the spelling 
of their native tongue. A large majority failed 
in the spelling examination six years ago. This 
year over three-fourths of the candidates who 
took the examination in April failed. ‘‘Anthra- 
cite’ Was misspelled by more than one-half of the 
candidates. Only one in 10 of them could spell 
“garrulous.” ‘Here are some of the stabs they 
made at it: “Girls” (nine instances), ‘‘gerylus, ’ 
‘‘geurallous,” “garrailious,” “garalists,” “granu- 
ous,” “gaurleous,” “guerrillous,” “gurles.” 

What, you will ask, was meant by the lad who 
wrote ‘‘bosanise?” He was trying to spell “buoy- 
ancy.” And “appolition?” Appalachian. “Por- 
suder” translated means ‘“‘procedure;” “hervest” 
is ‘“‘effervesce;” “intelligence” was actually 
spelled “entelegense.” “Geyser” erupts into 
“guisu,” “gyscier,” ‘“‘gueyscer,” “glycerin” and 
“geyeszer.” 

One candidate asked to comment briefly on the 
Reign of Terror evolved this classic: “The Reign 
of Terror was revolting in France. People were 
slaughtered and cities destroyed. Blood was 
thicker than water.” 

Two accounts of the Pyramids of Egypt are 
memorable, namely.

HEN the well-known avi- 
ator, A. L. Welch, was 
killed June 11 by a fall 
of 200 feet with his aero- 
plane at the army train- 
ing grounds near Wash- 
ington certain other St. 
Louisans who are of a 
superstitious turn ex- 
changed significant 
glances and the mysteri- 
ous expression: 

“No. 6.” 

The uninitiated could 
not understand the meaning of these two simple 
words, but these certain St. Louisans, who are 
im the secret, comprehended fully. To them there 
was no mystery in the words, save the mystery 
always attaching to death. “No. 6” meant that 
another fatality had been added to the roll of

} And what, you may ask, is the St. Louis Death 
Reel? It is the most famous aviation moving- 
picture film in the world, and it is coming to be 
the most uncanny. Moving-picture people call 
these photographic films reels because they are 
reeled on and off a spool, and they now eal] this 
particular one the death reel because of the fatal- 
ities that have attended so many of the prom- 
inent airmen whom it depicts in action. 


With the death of Welch the sixth notch was 
cut in the St. Louis Death Reel. Three aero- 
plane operators and three balloon pilots who ap- 
pear prominently on the reel have met death 
since the picture film was made here, in October, 
1910. With one exception, all these have been 
yio'ent deaths. 

The three aviators, all of international repu- 
tation, were killed by falling with their machines. 
balloon 
accident, another died from exposure incident to 
a voyage in the air and the third Was shot to 
death. 

The only other aviators who appear in the 
death reol—Walter Brookins of America and 
Alfred le Blanc of France—both have been se- 
verely injured in accidents while flying. Brookins, 
the young daredevil who originated the famous 
spiral dip which has proved fatal to several of 


j bis air brethren, has become so deeply affected 


by the series of deaths that he made a resolu- 


‘tion not long ago to abandon fancy flying and 


‘devote himself to the safe and sane sort. 


The most conspicuous figure shown in this 


moving-picture death reel is Theodore Roosevet.

meet at Kinloch Field, St. Louis County. Held 
nearly two years ago, it was a new thing in ‘the 
Middle West, and attracted great throngs of 
spectators. 

Coincident with the aviation meet was the in- 
balloon race for the James Gordon 
Bennett Cup, which started from the balloon 
grounds, at Taylor and Chouteau avenues, St. 
Louis. The starting of thé balloons, as well as 
the performances of the aviators, is vividly de- 
picted on this reel, which is 1000 feet long and 
requires about twenty minutes to run off in a 
moving-picture theater. 

There are 16 photographs to the foot, or 16,000 
in the entire reel. The reel] was made by the 
Edison company from pictures taken by Operator 
James H. White, under the supervision of Spear- 
man Lewis, publicity director of the Aero Club 
of St. Louis. It is now the property of Albert 
Bond Lambert, who at the time was president of 
the Aero Club and who bore the expense of the 
first two aviation meets in St. Louise. The Edison 
company presented the originat film to Mr. Lam- 
bert. 

Many copies were made, which have been 
shown in moving-picture theaters in various parts 
of the world. According to the latest annual 


ternational 


report. it is estimated that 39,000,000 people have 
seen the death reel run. 

The more superstitious of the aviation follow- 
ers adhere firmly to the belief that the “hoodoo” 
of the death reel is the old graveyard located 
almost in the center of Kinlach Field. In this 
graveyard is a tombstone bearing the date of 
1818. The hangars where the aeroplanes were 
kept and where the mechanicians slept back up 
against the cemetery, and the aviation followers 
at the 1910 meet were in the habit of referring 
to the old burying piace as a hoodoo. Over the 
graveyard soared and swooped and circled John- 
stone, Hoxsey and Welch, all now on the death 
roll of the Kinioch reel. 


The four-minute flight of Theodore Roosevelt 
made this aviation meet an event of worldwide 
interest. The Colonel had returned but a few 
months before from his African hynt and had but 
just delivered his famous “New Nationalism” 
speech in Kansas. He was “in the eye of the 
world” when he arrived on Kinloch Field in an 
automobile with Gov. Hadley of Missouri. The 
arrival of the automobile is shown in the picture 
film. Both Roosevelt \and Hadley appear tn 
life-size moving likenesses.

Suddenly Welch, smilingly happy, walked across 
the canvas and shook hands heartily with Enu- 
gene Cuendet af St. Louis as he stepped into 
nis machine for a flight. The friend of the deas 
aviater started visibly. {t was like a dead man 
roming to life. 

Months ago the widow and child of Ralph 
Johnstone visited a moving-picture show in New 
York and saw the St. Louis Death Reel, with

invited Col. Roosevelt and Gov. Hadley to go up 
with him, one after the other. Roosevelt, with 
his customary impulsiveness, accepted instantly. 
Hadley, with a smile, declined. 

“IT am a poor man,” said the Governor, “with 
a wife and three children—and only one life.” 

Col. Roosevelt took the passenger seat wear- 
ing his seft hat. A newspaper reporter offered 
his cap, which the Colonel accepted. All these 
actions are shown in the pictures. Roosevelt is 
seen exchanging hat for cap. 

Hoxsey appears at his machine with Lambert 
helping the Colonel through the wires to his seat 
or the biplane. Roosevelt moves very s!owig 
and apparently with difficulty. The experience 
ix new to him. When he faces the camera and 
takes his seat his expression is one of the ut- 
most severity and concern. He grabs a bamboo 
upright as though it possesses the supporting 
strength of steel. He adjusts his glasses and rubs 
his hand on his coat to remove the perspiration. 

Then Arch Hoxsey is seen stepping into the 
machine, and they are off for two flights around 
the field at an average altitude of 200 feet. They 
land safely and the Colonel is shown surrounded 
by an excited group of newspaper men and the 
Reception Committee as he steps from under the 
footrest of the biplane. As he greets those con- 
gratulating him, his face bursts into the Roose- 
velt smile, and, as one man described it, he 
“ehews up the atmosphere as he expresses dee- 
light with the trip.” 

Gov. Hadley then is seen restoring the Colonel's 
hat to his head, and the 60 automobiles that ac- 
companied the ex-President and the Governor to 
the field leave the scene in a cloud of smoke. 

A little more than two months later Arch Hox- 
sey, the Roosevelt pilot, fell hundreds of feet to 
his death while flying at Los Angeles. He was 
preceded to the unknown and unventured void by 
his flying partner at Kinloch Field, Ralph John- 
stone. who fell to his death at Denver. Now the 
third of the Wright flyers, A. L. Welch, occupies 
a new-made grave. 

On the day of Welch's burial a St. Louisan who 
knew the aviator well saw the death reel run off 
at a private performance in South St. Louis. 
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Ralph: vyonnuswuv. 


Johnstone there in life and action, alert, enthusi- 
astic, ambitious. 

Johnstone appears first doing the “aerial Dutch 
roll,” the “ocean wave’ and the “dip of death,” 
apparently enjoying the scare of the photogra- 
phers when he hits the ground in front of them 
literally bounces his aeroplane over their 
heads. The dust his machine kicks up is plainly 
visible. All this Mrs. Johnstone and her little 
son saw many months after the husband and 
father was killed, and at any time in the future 
they may see Ralpn Johnstone vividly portrayed 
in life on the St. Louis Death Reel. 

This is one of the marvels of the moving-pic- 
ture film—that the dead seem to life 
again and their surviving relatives and friends 
may see them as they were on earth. 

Many well-known St. Louisans are shown in 
the death reel. Friends recognize ‘“‘Bud” Dozter, 
D. R. Calhoun, Sheriff Louis Nolte, Henry Thiel, 
Fred Essen, James E. Smith, Lieut. Andrew 
Drew, James E. Bemis, Louls Spindler, Capt. Rob- 
ert McCulloch, Joe O'Reilley, aid to the late Tony 
von Phul, and others moving about in the scene. 

Among others who appear in the pictures are 
Cortlandt Field Bishop of New York, former pres- 
ident of the Aero Club of America: Lieut.

WO priests of the St. Louis diocese now 
are in Rome urging the beatification 
of Mother Philippine-Rose Duchesne, 

founder of the Sacred Heart order in Ameri- 
ca, with a view to her eventual canonization. 
Theophile Papin Jr. returned reeently from 
Rome, where he represented the Sisters of 
the Sacred Heart in presenting some evi- 
dence to the Vatican in the matter of Mme. 
Duchesne’s beatification. 


The process began years ago, when the late 
Archbishop Kain was at the head of the 
diocese, and the probability is that it will 
be carried on for years to come. Local 
Catholics are confident that the holy life 
of Mme. Duchesne will so appeal to the 
ehureh authorities that she will be canonized, 
and the Rev. Father Phelan, editor of the 
Western Watchman, who has written for the 
Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine the sub- 
joined account of the candidate’s career, 
expresses the hope that the present pontiff, 
Piu; X, may invest her with the aureole of 
sainthood. ° 

As yet no religieuse of the United States 
has been canonized. It may be that Mme. 
Duthesne, whose labors in this country be- 
gan at St. Charles in 1818 and ended there 
at her death in 1852, shall be the first saint 
accredited to this country. 

In St. Louis and St. Charles, and in Flor- 
issant, St. Louis County, to which twon the 
mother convent was transferred from 1831 
to 1841, are a few venerable Catholics who 
in childhood knew Mme. Duchesne. She is 
buried in a little chapel in the Sacred Heart 
Convent at St. Charles.

ME. DUCHESNE was born of one of the 
first families of Grenoble; one not re- 
markable for its loyalty to the church, 

but still sternly Catholic, especially in its female 
members. Her cousins were Augustine and Casi- 
mir Perier. 

She was well educated, having been a pupil of 
the Visitation Nuns of Grenoble, at that time the 
best educators of France. She was inclined to 
the religious state and would in al] probability 
have become a Visitandine of that community had 
it not been dispersed in her native town. During 
the revolution their monastery was turned into 
a barracks, and at the end of the Reign of Terror 
it was given over to the family of Mme. Duchesne. 
the convent 
school. 

Philippine Duckesne was one of the teachers 
and the old members were asked return to 
resume their classes. But after several vears 
the whole community could muster only two choir 
nuns and the same number of lay sisters. Mme. 
Duchesne looked for another community, and her 
thoughts turned to the new community of the 
Sacred Heart, just started in Amiens by Abbe and 
Mme. Barat. The brother of the latter, Abbe 
Barat, was at that time seeking a new foundation 
for his growing religious family, and he visited 
Grenoble for that purpose. Here he met Mme. 
Duchesne, who offered him the convent and her- 
self if he would accept them. The abbe was de- 
lighted and wrote to his sister that the Sacred 
Heart had made its greatest conquest in this 
young girl of Grenoble. 


She and Mme.. Barat became the closest and 
most devoted friends, and the latter never called 
the former ever after anything but her “dear 
Philippine.” Mme. Duchesne is regarded as co- 
foundress with Mme. Barat of the Institute of the 
Sacred Heart. 

No sooner had Mme. Duchesne joined the com- 
munity than she began to talk about the foreign 
miesions. In her childheod she had hea-d a 
teiurned Jesuit from Louisiana discourse of the

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young heart burned to share the lot of the apos- 
tolic men who were then spreading the faith in 
the French colonies. When sne became connect- 
ed with the mother house in Paris the thought 
still pursued her. She haunted the chapel of the 
Society of Foreign Missions and never missed 
an occasion to see the young prtests of that com- 
munity bidding adieu to their families and friends 
before going to their far-off fields of labor in for- 
eign lands, to return no more. 

Mme. Barat fully shared in this generous zeal 
of her companion, but she could not see any 
door opening anywhere for the attainment of that 
end. The poor Sisters of the Sacred Heart were 
without money and without powerful protectors— 
what could they do in the distant wilderness? 

The two devoted women discussed the project 
days and weeks and years without ever coming 
nearer its attainment. Mme. Barat was prudent 
and cautious; Mme. Duchesne was venturesome 
aud enthusiastic. All the latter wanted was the 
word of the former. “I ask not money. I ask 
not companions. I ask only the one word: ‘Go!’” 

One morning a Bishop came to their chape! in 
Paris requesting the privilege of saying mass. He

was not only a foreign Bishop, but a foreigner. 
He was a native of San Domingo. He was enter- 
tained at breakfast by Mme. Duchesne. He told 
of America, of the Indians, of the labors and pri- 
vations of the missionaries; of the gentleness and 
docility of the redmen. Her heart burned within 
her while he spoke. But she was too good a re- 
ligieuse to broach the subject of joining him in 
his apostolic labors. 

But the Bishop returned next morning, and this 
time Mme. Barat waited on him. Now the Bishop 
boldly proposed that a colony of the new com- 


munity should accompany him back to Amer- 
ica. She would gladly have given her consent, 
but a thousand obstacles stood in the way. The 
Bishop was as poor as they were themselves and 
had nothing to offer them in the way of shelter 
or support. Mme. Barat told the community 
what the bisnop had said, and that he had prom- 
ised to return and receive her answer. The heart 
of Mme. Duchesne was afire. She said nothing, 
but watched for the return of the missionaty. 

He came, but sne was not asked to entertain 
him. But she was close at hand, and from the 
next room heard everything that passed between 
the two. It was simply impossible for her to re- 
tire—it would have been separating her body 
from her heart. When the Superior gave her last 
negative answer and the Bishop was Lidding he: 
adieu, Mme. Duchésne barred the way to the front 
door and, falling on her knees, cried out: 


“Oh, let me go with him! Don’t refuse 
Say but the word and I am off to America!” 

Mme. Barat consented at last and the Mission 
of the Sacred Heart in America was an accom- 
plished fact. 

Then there was the question of companions for 
Mme. Duchesne. The first to volunteer was Oc: 
tavia Barthold, daughter of the secretary of Vol- 
taire and a convert from Calvinism. The second 
was Eugenia Aude. Two lay assistants, Catherine 
lLamaire and Margaret Manteau, joined them and 
completed the expedition. Mme. Duchesne was 
named Superior, and when she departed Mme. 
Barat fell on her knees and humbly. kissed her 
feet. 

[t is time we were returning to our Bishop. He 
was Bishop Dubourg, the first B'shop of New 
Orleans, but who lived most of his episcopal life 
in and near St. Louis. He was ordained just 
before the Revolution and came very near being 
guillotined by the Septembriseurs. 

He was bern of French parents on the Island of 
San Domingo, but studied in Paris, where he joined 
the Sulpicians. He came to Baltimore and was 
president of the Sulpician College in that city. On 
the establishment of the hierarchy in this coun- 
in 1815, he was named Bishop of New Or- 
leans, but because of troubles in that city 
could not take possession of his see, and took up 
his residence near St. Louis. : 

He is the real founder of the St. Louis Univer- 
sity and lived with the Sisters of the 
Hleart in Florissant before these sold their place 
to thesSisters of Loretto and moved back to St. 
Charles. He was a learned and holy Bishop and 
to him the West owes much. He was one of the 
pioneers of civilization on the west banks of the 
Father of Waters. 

Feb. 9, 1818, was the day fixed for the departure 
of the new missionary colony. There were happy 
and heartrending leave-takings. Friends parted 
never to meet again in this world. The parting 
of Mme. Barat and Mme. Duchesne was most 
touching. The departing sisters were going to 
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a friendly country which had wou its independ- 
ence lately by the aid of French arms, and 
which received the prescribed French clergy with 
hospitable welcome. On March 21, the four sis- 
ters embarked at Royan on the ship Rebecca. 

Mer. Dubourg had already sailed on June 
1817, on the ship Caravane, which Louis XVIII 
had placed at his disposal and that of his com- 
panions. The sisters landed in New Orleans on 
May 29. On landing Mme. Duchesne fell upon 
her knees and kissed the ground. They landed 
in St. Louis Aug. 22. They would gladry have 
remained in this city, but the Bishop had ar-

death. . Where all are very holy, it is hard to 
acquire the reputation of a saint. It is a re- 
markable fact that nearly all the testimony on 
which saints have been raised to the altar has 
been vouchsafed by worldlings and those out- 
side the cloister. The saints have been oftener 
persecuted than canonized by their fellows in re- 
ligion. 

But there is one unvarying testimony, both 
from within and without, to the eminent and pro- 
found sanctity of Mother Duchesne; a sanctity of 
the healthy, robust and sturdy sort that did not 
hesitate to chop wood and crack a ,2ke. She 
loved nature and reveled in the free life of the 
fields. She loved tne world and the peopl. cf the 
world, especially the poor and the foriorn crea- 
tures of God. She loved the children of the people 
and watched their minds grow and hearts develop

ranged for their immediate installation at St.

They remained here until 1841, when 
they returned to their original foundation, where 
they have remained ever since. 

The life of a religieuse behind tee walls of a 
convent is very uneventful if transferred to the 
calendar of the world; but within the silent 
house of prayer it is full of meaning, and some- 
times replete with consequence to man*ind. 

Mme. Duchesne’s life is best told in the tradi- 
tions of tie place associated with her labcis and 
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with burning delicht. If she had her way, she 
would have lived in a wicwam and shared the life 
of the Indians in their native wilds. 

“Her heart was in the wild woods.” 
impulse to go to America came from 4 
spoke of the Indians in the South. 
second impulse to devote her life to 
children of the forest came from another Jesuit, 
Father de Smet, the world-known siack Gown of 
the Far West. Mother Duchesne ha. «nown this 
priest when he was a novice in Florissant, and she 
followed ..8 career in the Indian miss.ons. He 
often spent an evening, after a long absence in 
the Upper Missouri, telling the sisters of the sim- 
ple lives of those savages, of his sojourn among 
them, sharing their fare and living taeir nomadic 
life. 

Her old ardor for spiritual adventure oroke out 
afresh, and one evening in a mom t of exalta- 
tion she asked Father de Smet to take her with 
him to his distant mission. That good priest 
had as litue thought of danger and privacion 
as Mme. Duchesne and he could see no difficulty, 


much less imposs bility, in the enterprise. He

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said: “Come along.”” Mme. Duchesne went V’ 
and braved the hardships of frontier life f 
whole year. The futility of the undertaking thei 
dawned on her and she returned to Florissant. 

In the meantime branches of the Institute had 
been established in Louisiana and St. Louis, and 
Mme. Duchesne was placed in charge of all the 
houses, as a sort of representative of Mme. Barat. 
But she disliked authority and gladly returned 
to her little community. 


The life of Mme. Duchesne in Florissant and at ! 


St. Charles was uneventful and of little interest 
to the general reauer, but the great veneration in 
which she was held by the Sacred Heart Com- 
munity and the people of St. Charles who . new 
her was such that she came to be regerded as a 
saint. 


People prayed to her and claimed to have 
received great favors through her intercession. 
Finally the process was begun that looked to her 
beatification and ultimate canonization. It is 
strange that these two women, who had begun 
life together, should begin their march to the 
honors of the altar together. Both Mme. Barat 
and Mme. Duchesne are before the Roman au- 


thorities for adjudication as to the heroicity of 


their virtues. 

The process of the beatification of Mme. Du- 
chesne was vegun under the late Archbishop Kain 
of St. Louis, and months were spent in hearing 
witnesses and preparing the papers of her proc- 
ess. There are two priests of this diocese now 
in Rome urging her beatification. Mr. Theopbile 
Papin was employed by the Sisters of tho Sacred 
Heart to take some papers and evidences: in her 
case to Roem. 

There are four Americaf™ now in process of 
canonization in Rome—Bishop Newman of Phila- 
delphia, Father de Andreas of the Lazarists, 
Mother Duchesne of the Sacred Heart und Father 
Jaques, the Jesuit. We are away behind the 
other countnes of America in saints, Mexity 
having several and South America quite a nume- 
ber, The founders of most of the religious orders 
are canonized saints, the last one to have at- 
tained that honor being John Baptist de le Lalle, 
the founder of the coristian wrocners. 

There is great difficulty and tremendous cost, 
incurred in a canonization. There is a regular 
court procedure, with a Devil's Advocate to bloc® 
every step toward the altar. Witnesses have to 
be examined and documents investigated from all 
parts of the world.

LTHOUGH the United 
States Senate committee 
has completed its report 
on the sinking of the Ti- 
tanic, and the investigz 
tion of the Englir’

weeks, three fundamen 
problems connected 
the disaster still remain 
unsolved. The profound 
importance of these mys- 
teries is shown by the 
fact that an explanation of the first might afford 
the real cause of the liner’s collision with an 
iceberg; of the second, a reason why the Titanic 
raced at night at the highest speed of her voyage 
through a field beset with ice; and, of the third,

Was the Titanic off her course when she 
met destruction?

If the Titanic was off her course, this error 
may be plausibly held responsible for the catas- 


‘trophe, and may offer a dramatic motive for 


the suicide of First Officer Murdock, at whose 
door, as he was navigating officer of the ship, 
the fatal mistake would lie. 

Did Capt. Smith of the Titanic know precisely 
where his vessel was at the moment of her 


-etriking the iceberg? There is evidence that he 
did not. At 12:30 a. m. on April 15, 50 minutes 
-after the collision, Capt. James Henry Moore of 


the Mount Temple, which was 49 miles south of 
received the following wireless mes- 
east.

Now, the log, as used in the deep seas, is said 
bv mariners to be sometimes capable of erring in 
this proportion. And on the Titanic the errors 
of the log could not be accurately checked by a 
method universally used on great ships. By this 
method the speed of the vessel is calculated by 
the revolutions of her engines. But the Titanic 
was on her first voyage, and the exact ratio 
between her speed and her engine revolutions 
could not be determined. It would have taken 
a number of voyages to establish this relation 
with mathematical exactness. 

That the first position given by the Titanic 
was not worked out in haste and confusion is 
indicated by the fact that it was not sent abroad 
until nearly an hour after the collision. That 
there was time for a deliberate revision of the 
calculations is apparent from the fact that nearly 
another hour had elapsed before the Carpathia 
relayed the second position to the Mount Tem- 
ple. 

But if the Titanic was following the course in- 
dicated by the first position she revorted, how 
could her officers have made the correction of 
12 miles represented in the second position? One 
sinister reply is. that Capt. Smith ‘new, from 
wireless warnings, the latitude anc 'ongitude of 
the cluster of icebergs upon one of which his 
ship ran, but did not know where his vessel was:

ez ghown on his chart by the position of the ice. 
it is also possible that the navigating officer 
had made some arithmetical error in his calcula- 
tions which was detected when the figures were 
examined after the first report had been dis- 
patched through the air. In this case the ship 
had been navigated on the wrong course possibly 
for many hours. 

A plausible explanation of the correction is 
given by an officer of the United States Navy 
stationed in ot. Louis. He suggests that, when it 
was at last determined to call for assistance, 
one of the officers glanced at the chronometer, 
saw that it was 12:30 o'clock, and gave the lati- 


tude and longitude calculated on the chart for 
that hour. Afterward it was recalled that the 
ship had been stopped for nearly an hour, and 
that the position should have been calculated at 
11:40 o'clock, when she fouled the iceberg. ‘This 
would set her back on her course about 12 miles, 
the distance affected by the second position. But 
this solution, which is a supposition incapable 
of proof, is damaged by Capt. Moore’s observa- 
tions, which, if accurate, would show that neither 
position given by the Titanic was correct. 


Supposing that the Titanic’s officers believed 
she was fram 12 to 1614 miles further on her 
course than she really was, how could this error 
be held responsibie for the catastrophe? A glance 
at the chart on this page, which shows the posi- 
tions of ice as reported by wireless warnings sent 
te the Titanic by six different ships, will supply 
the answer. 

The ice reported by La Touraine at 44:58 north 
and 50:40 west may be disregarded, because it 
lay far out of the Titanic’s course, some 200 miles 
tu the south. 

At about 9 p. m. the Titanic had safely raced 
by the ice reported by the Californian at 42:03 
north and 49:09 west without even seeing it, al- 
though probably passing within a few miles of 
it. The ice floes reported by the Caronia and the 
Baltic along parallel 42 north and between merid- 
ians 49 and 51 west had been left to the north 
and east. The ice reported by the Amerika at 
41:27 north and 50:08 west lay several miles to 
the southeast. There remained only the great 
oblong ice field reported by the Messaba as lying 
between 42 and 41:25 north and 49 and 50:30 
west. 

If the officers believed the ship to be at the 
first position given, at 50:24 west, they could 
congratulate themselves that tney had safely 
passed through the ice field, for they would have 
been at the very edge of the westernmost ice re- 
ported by wireless from other ships. They had 
not only luckily passed all the ice positions re- 
ported by five ships out of six, but had seen no 
ice since Saturday night, when Fourth Officer 
Boxhall, according to testimony before Lord Mer- 
sey, 
iceberg which lay to the north of the Titanic’s 
course. 

“When crossing the Atlantic,” testified Second 
Officer Lightoller in London, “I have often had 
ice reported and did not see it.’ This attitude 
of scepticism toward warnings against ice would 
have been confirmed if the Titanic was believed 
to have reached almost the verge of the reported 
ice field. Therefore there would be no lessening 
of speed, no reinforcemennt of the lookouts in 
the crow’s nest, no supply of field glasses for the 
lookouts; and Capt. Smith could retire from the 
bridge in confidence that the danger was past. 

Instead, according to the second position, the 
Titanic was still 18 miles from tue edge of the 
ice field reported by the Messaba, or, according 
to Capt. Moore’s observations, 224% miles away. 
Instead af having practically reached the west- 
ernmost ice, the Titanic was still, in either case, 
about an hour's steaming from the ice boundary. 

Mr. Moody, one of the junior officers, had cal- 
culated that the region of dangerous ice would 
be reached at 11 p. m. Mr. Lightoller, working 
with another marconigram, reckoned that ice 
would be encountered at 9:30 p. m. At neither 
hour was ice sighted, and the officers could cal- 
culate that the peril was left behind.

If the Titanic was thought by her officers to 
b> some 16% miles farther on her course than 
she really was, she struck at 11:40 o'clock the 
ice which Mr. Moody had calculated she would 
encounter at 11 o’clock. 


The mystery remains unsolved as to whether 
the Titanic was off her course. The firs: position 
she gave was admittedly wrong. But had she 
been steaming ajl night upon this erroneous cel- 
culation? No one could tell but Capt. Smith and 
Mr. Murdock, the navigating officer, and both of 
them are dead. Was the second position likewise 
in error? Mr. Lightoller. testified that it was-cor- 
rect. Capt. Moore declared it was four and cne- 
half minutes of longitude wrong The atswer is 
probably buried with the Titanic beneath two 
miles of water. 


The Mystery ot the 
Lost Wireless Warnings 
HE second mystery, that of ‘‘the lost wire- 
3 less méssages,” is the subject of a con- 

troversy between the White Star Line 
and the Marconi company. This problem, a new 
one in the Titanic investigations, was started by 
Lord Mersey and his Board of Assessors in Lon- 
don. 

The question, as considered by the British Court 
of Inquiry, is this: Were all the warnings as to 
ice said to have been sent to the Titanic by six 
vessels in fact received by the Titanic, and. if 
they were received, were they communicated by 
the wireless operator on duty at the time to those 
responsible for the navigation of the ship? 

The gravity of this inquiry is shown by the 
fact that five of the six ice warnings were said 
to have been sent to the Titanic on the day of 
the casualty, and the final one only two hours 
before the Titanic ran into the iceberg. 

Fourth Officer Boxhall testified he was con- 
vinced that all of the warnings were not re- 
ceived by the Titanic, but remembered those from 
La Touraine and the Caronta. Second Officer 
Lightoller affirmed that he had heard nothing 
whatever of messages from the Messaba and the 


Amerika, though, if they had been received by 
an officer on watch, they would be immediately 


‘communicated to the captain and would be known

which he had a distinct recollection 
from the Caronia. 

In addition, Sir Robert Finlay, for the White 
Star Co., stated that he would be able to satisfy 
the court beyond all doubt that the messages 
of the Messaba and the Amerika were not com- 
municated either to the captain or the officers 
of the Titanic. 

Mr. Turnbuil, manager of the Marconi company 
i’ England, then submitted the records of the 
Amerika and the Messaba that their 
warnings were not only sent to the Titanic, but 
were acknowledged by her wireless operator. 

In an effort to settle the dispute McBride, the 
surviving wireless operator on the Titanic, was 
called as a witness. He left the mystery where 
it was by declaring that Phillips, the other op- 
erator, and not he, was on duty at the time the 
messages of the Amerika and Messaba were 
stated to have been received. McBride did recol- 
lect, however, receiving a warning from the Cali-

APT. STANLEY LORD, who was charged

was bitterly denounced by the Senate committee 
and has been suspended from his company's serv- 
ice. His name has been covered with obloquy on 
both sides of the Atlantic. In England he is held 
guilty of a shamefu] demeanor, not only against 
British law, but against humanity.
